DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT

Union County School District celebrated another year filled with tremendous
accomplishments. We were very fortunate to sustain positive results in test
scores, finance, technology programs, grants, professional development and
compliance with state and federal requirements. Our success is a direct result
of the caliber of our students, the support of our parents and patrons, and the
dedication, hard work and commitment of our faculty, staff and administration;
all of which is possible because of the climate created by our Board of
Trustees.

One of our elementary schools was featured on ETV as a Palmetto Gold
"Showcase" school. Two more schools received the State Red Carpet Award.
Five schools received honors as Palmetto Gold and Silver winners, and one
elementary school earned the State Literacy Spot Award. There were
significant increases in SAT and Advanced Placement scores, the number of
junior scholars increased by 61%, and overall gain in PACT scores across the
district was 4.9% per grade per subject.

Union County Schools boasts the South Carolina National Distinguished
Elementary Principal of the Year and the SCASA Secondary Assistant Principal
of the year. Two Union County teachers were among South Carolina teachers
who earned National Board Certification (NBC) this year, bringing the district's
total to eighteen.

Union County School District vigorously pursued grant monies for staff
development and student achievement programs. Grants totaled more than
$1,350,000 and included a $150,000 grant funded by the Workforce Investment
Act which enabled us to offer mentoring, scouts and summer career activities
for at risk students. Two 21st Century Learning Centers Grants, totaling
$300,000, offered before and after school academic assistance in elementary
and middle schools. Union County Schools received a $114,514 Emergency
Response and Crisis Management Grant as well.

It is an honor and a privilege to serve the children and communities of Union
County. We continue to implement results-based, data driven instructional
practices at each school to ensure academic enrichment for all students. Thank
you for supporting us as we work together to ensure that the future of our
children is filled with opportunities for high levels of learning.
